The Pneumonia Bill

moved their barns, instead of tho ma 
nure, that the cattle might get m am 
out at the doors. 


There is so much difference in ma 


nures that unless wo take tho greatos 
oare. comparisons are rery misleading 
BO much BO that tho farmer will often 
be quite as near right when ho fafl 
back on his own judgment, us formc( 
by practice on his own farm. 


Practical tests have proved tha 


where hen manure has bce-n placet 
side by side with commercial fertilizer 
it is worth about one dollar and lifteen 
cents per barel, and that barn manure 
is worth seven dollars per cord, deliv 
ered on the land. But to bo worll 
cbis, the hen manure must bo kev>t un 
der cover and free from foreign sub 
stances, and tho barn manure must 
also be kept under cover, and must bo 
made by cattle well fed. The value o 
any manure depends very much on tbo 
feed. 


The value of barn manure'is in-. 


creased by the fact that in the proc^v 
ol decomposition it has a mechauica 
effect on the boil, and while it5thus 
forms from itself plant food, no doubt 
it also changes substances in tlie soi 
to plant food.—Afassachinetts
